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The preliminary amendment filed on 7/28/2003 has been entered. Claims 19-47 
have been cancelled. The active claims are 1-18. 

Applicants are requested to update the status of parent application on page 1 of 
the specification. 

Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to a gap between 
the elements. See MPEP § 2172.01 . The omitted elements are: the step of adjusting 
the compression rate and the decompression rate such that no data is lose when the 
storage is accessed for read and write. See claim 1 . If the compression rate and the 
decompression rate are not compatible with the speed of the storage device, data will 
be lost when the storage is accessed. 

The following Is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fomis the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Adiletta(USP 6,026,217). 

With respect to claim 1 , see at least the abstract and column 2, lines 45 et seq. of 
Adiletta. Adiletta teaches a prior art CODEC between a transmission line and a storage 
device. The speed of compression and decompression by the CODEC is such that it 
compensate the speed difference between higher transmission rate and slower storage 
rate. Adiletta does not make clear that CODEC is controlled by instruction program. One

of ordinary skill in the art should readily recognize that digital circuits, including CODEC, 
are controlled by program instructions. The storage medium in Adilletta for storing the 
CODEC program is machine readable also. 

As to the dependent claims, one of ordinary skill in the art should readily 
recognize that the speed of the CODEC is selected or adjusted such that the 
transmission rate and the storage rate compatible because othenA/ise information will be 
lost. 

Claim(s) 1-12 of patent USP 6,026,217 contain(s) every element of claim(s) 1-12 
of the instant application and as such anticipate(s) claim(s) 1-12 of the instant 
application. The effect of compressing the data stream at a compression ratio which 
provides a data compression rate greater than the data storage rate is to increase the 
effective data storage rate of the data storage device. 

"A later patent claim is not patentably distinct from an earlier patent claim if the later 
claim is obvious over, or anticipated by, the earlier claim. In re Lonqi . 759 F.2d at 896, 
225 USPQ at 651 (affirming a holding of obviousness-type double patenting because 
the claims at issue were obvious over claims in four prior art patents); In re Berg . 140 
F.3d at 1437, 46 USPQ2d at 1233 (Fed. Cir. 1998) (affirming a holding of obviousness- 
type double patenting where a patent application claim to a genus is anticipated by a 
patent claim to a species within that genus). " ELI LILLY AND COMPANY v BARR 
LABORATORIES, INC., United States Court of Appeals for the Federal Circuit, ON 
PETITION FOR REHEARING EN BANC (DECIDED: May 30, 2001).
